Monaghan, an apprentice in the applicant’s 
garage, is an employed, on within the 
meaning of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, 1920. 

r. G. D, Murnaghan, who {instructed by 
Mr. 8. Exhaw) appeared for the applicant, 
said that there had been no previous decision 
on the point in this country, and the ruling 
would affect a great number of cases. The 
question was whether certain payments made 
to the apprentice by Mr. Given by way of 
gratuity brought the apprentice within the 
terms of the Act. It was contended, on 
behalf of the applicant, that Moyna was 
not an employed person within the meaning 
uf Section 1 of the Act. They said that 
there was a contract of apprenticeship, and 
there was no money payment, and that this 
brought the apprentice -within the list of 
excepted persons under the Act. Mr. Given 
had in his garage twelve to thirteen persons, 
including an average of four apprentices, 
and a claim was made on him for arrears 
of Unemployment and National Health 
Insurance in respect of the apprentices. An 
inspector who was sent by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health held 
an oral inquiry, and the Minister decided 
that -Mr. «Given. was liable in respect of 
National Health Insurance for the ap- 
prentices. The notes taken at the inquiry 
were those on which the Minister for Indus- 
try and Commerce reached his decision on 
the. Unemployment Insurance question. 

Henry Given stated in evidence that Moyna 
was apprenticed with him to the motor 
engineering business in July, 1933; there 
being no document of apprenticeship. The 
only terms were that witness was to teach 
the youth the business, and witness was 
under no obligation to pay anything to the 
apprentice. From April, 1934, he had given 
Moyna small gratuities fortnightly. They 
were not entered in the wages book. The 
amounts were increased if the apprentice 
worked on Saturday afternoons. 

Corroborative evidence was given by John 
Moyna and his stepmother, Mrs. C. Moyna. 
Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., who, with Mr. 
K. Dixon (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, asked that the 
Minister’s decision be upheld. He said that 
the general idea of the Act was to give 
protection against unemployment to all em- 
ployed persons of sixteen years and upwards 
save those in the excepted and exempted 
classes. Apprentices were included generally, 
the sole exception being where no money 
payment was made. In the case in question 
they had regular payments and something 
indistinguishable from overtime was paid. 
Counsel quoted a Scottish decision in support 
of -his argument. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in refusing the 
appeal, said: that the payments made were 
regular, and he thought that the employer 
was bound to pay Unemployment Insurance. 
He thought that the words “money pay- 
ment ‘’ used in the Act in regard to ap- 
prentices did not mean only money con- 
tractually paid, but meant any money pay- 
ment whatsoever. : 
Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the Minister 
did not ask for costa. 

Mr. Justice Johnston suggested that, in 
the circumstances, the Minister might make 
a payment towards the applicant's costs.

HABEAS CORPUS ORDER 
SOUGHT -

An application was made on behalf’ of 
Christopher Clinton, of Tyrellstown House. 
Lusk, Co. Dublin, for a conditional order of 
habeas corpus, directing Thomas McDaniel 
and his wife, Elizabeth McDaniel, of Stras- 
burgh terrace, Irishtown, Dublin, to produce 
Thomas Clinton, the three-year-old son of 
Christopher Clinton, 

Mr. Fergus O'Connor (instructed by Mr. 
James Fagan), who made the application, 
read an afiidayit. of his client, which set 
out that he was a farmer; that on the 17th 
June, 1931, he married Evelyn McKeown, a 
niece .of Mrs. McDaniel, at Arran quay 
Church, Dublin; and that his son, Thomas 
Clinton, was born on the órd May, 1932. 
His wife resided with him at Tyrellstown 
House until January, 1932, when she left to 
reside with her parents at Haymarket, 
Dublin, where the child was born. With 
his permission, his wife went into business, 
and entrusted the care of the child to Mrs. 
McDaniel, in whose custody the child was at 
yresent. Mrs..Clinton died on the 17th May 
ry and he had been unable to obtain 
custody of the child since then, although he 
had made application to Mrs. McDaniel and 
her husband. When he visited the house 
they refused to give him over the child. 
There was a fully furnished residence on his 
farm, which consisted of 88 acres, and he 
was well able to maintain the child. His 
sister, Josephine Clinton, resided with him, 
and he also employed a maid. 

Counsel read letters that, he said, had 
passed between the parties. In a letter to 
Christopher Clinton, Mr. McDaniel stated: 
“I want every facility to expose you,”’ and 
asked how often the child’s mother had 
written to him to bring her and the child 
home to Tyrellstown House. Mr. McDaniel 
also alleged that the father had not tri- 
buted towards the maintenance of the child 
He demanded 


tenance of the child during that period. This 
Jetter from Mr. McDaniel 

had it all your way up to his, but you are 
up against it now.” 

Mr. O'Connor said that a letter had been 
received from Messrs. Gore and Grimes, 
solicitors, who had been consulted by the 
McDaniels, stating that in the interests of 
the child recourse to the courts was the 
pore proceeding, and the Daniels would 
abide by any order made by the Court. re-

FURTHER EVIDENCE AT 
WICKLOW INQUIRY

From OUR CORRESPONDENT, 
WICKLOW, Thursday. 


The sworn inquiry by Dr, MacLysaght, 
Local Government Inspector, into complaints 
regarding the treatment of children in the 
County Fever Hospital, Wicklow—Norah and 
Hetty Carroll, who died, and James Carroll, 
aged two years and four months, who were 
amongst patients from the town in the 
hospital with diphtheria last January—was 
continued yesterday. 

Bridget Tyrrell, permanent wardsmaid, 
stated that when called to Norah Carrol] 
Nurse O'Neill rushed at once to the ward 
from an adjoining ward, and the girl died 
soon after. She bá seen Hetiy out on the 
floor on a couple of occasions. Her attention 
was called to James Carroll one day by Mrs. 
Brien when he was walking in the corridor, 
and Nurse Drumm shouted from the ward 
that it was all right, that he was going to 
the lavatory _ for bein bold, or she might 
have said “the black hole.” Nurse Drumm 
followed him, and shut the door of the lava- 
tory on him. After some time she opened 
the door and took him back to the ward, 
where she changed his clothes. The children 
were threatened with the ‘‘ black hole ' when 
they gave trouble or were bold.

SHOPS COMMISSION 
REPORT 


in the Dail yesterday, Mr. RUTTLEDGE, 


rr reply to Mr. E. O’NEILL (U.I., Cork), 
Minister for Justice, said that his atten- 


‘tion had recently been drawn to numerous 


“shopping schemes,’’ which, he was advised, 
were in contravention of the. Lotteries Acts 
and illegal. The organisers were informed 
by the Garda Siochana that the schemes in 
question could not be tolerated, and he was 
not prepared to give any sanction to any 
such schemes. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked if the Minister had 
got advice last year that these schemes con- 
travened the law. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE replied that the matter 
was not taken tp in that way last year. 
There was a great increase in the number cf 
these schemes this year, and the matter had 
come to his notice in the last eight months. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked why, knowing that 
these schemes were being prepared at con- 
siderable expense, the Minister did not step 
in and prevent a considerable amount of loss. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that the deputy 
knew perfectly well that he (the Minister) 
had issued a very full statement last Sep- 
tember, which was published in all the daily 
papers, and also broadcast, that none of these 
lottery schemes would be tolerated. 

Mr. EAMONN O’NEILL rose to ask a 
supplementary question, when the Speaker 
called the next question. | 

Mr. O'NEILL pointed out that he was the 
originator of the question, but the next ques- 
tion was then taken. 

At the end of questions, the SPEAKER 
said he understood that Deputy O'Neill had 
risen in the first instance to ask a question, 
but had been anticipated by another deputy. 
Without for a moment establishing a pre: 
cedent, he would now allow Deputy O'Neill 
to ask a question. 

Mr. O'NEILL said he wanted to ask the 
Minister if exceptions had not bien granted 
to certain organisations to carry on draws, 
and if these organisations had been told by 
the police that they vould not be interfered 
with. He would ask the Minister to make 
the whole matter more clear. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that he was not 
aware that any exceptions had been made so 
far as the Lotteries Act was concerned. He 
could only go so far as to say that the 
practice had obtained for a very long, time

THE SHOPS COMMISSION 


In reply to Mr. W. Norton (Labour, Kil-

Minis- 
ter for Local Government and Public Health, 
said that his Department had not refused 
to sanction the additional expense involved 
by the use of brick in the erection of fifty- 
three houses by the Waterford Corporation 
at Slievekeale and Yellow road. e had 
ointed out, to the Corporation on October 
th that their proposal to erect the external 
walls in bricks, as against concrete blocks, 
would entail an extra cost of £1,414, a sum 
sufficient to build an additional five houses.

The calumnies that had 
one spread about the Senate and the pro- 
paganda indulged in for a number of years 
did not tend tod the political education of 
the people; but he soot say that, no matter 
how perfect were their political institutions, 
until they had sound political traditions 
behind them they would never make good. 
The record of the Senate as put forward by 
the Chairman of that body and by Senator 
Douglas was one to be proud of. That 
House did not unduly interfere with legisla- 


tion.

NAKED PIECE OF REVENGE 


Mr. MacDERMOT. (indpt. Rescommon 
said that two distinct considerations ha 
been raised+-whether it was desirable to have 
a Second Chamber and whether the present 
Second Chamber, as constituted, was worth 
preserving. He had persistently held that it 
was desirable to have a Second Chamber, 
but that the present Second Chamber was 
unsatisfactory, especially since the introduc- 
tion of the present system of election.

‘Ministry were not affected by the Second 
Chamber, because under the Constitution the 
Senate was excluded from doing anything with 
regard te that, Personally he would like 
the Senate to have that power. The arge- 
ment that the Second Chamber was for the 
purpose of frustrating tyranny was a bad 
argument. There was.only one way of doing. 
that, and that was by educating the people 
against it. What was really wanted was to 
get a different manner of approach to each 
subject in a House from the manner 
in which if was approached in the Dail, 
There would be no need for that if the Dail 
were perfect, but it was absurd to expeet 
the Dail to be perfect while they had the 
present system of general election. On the 
whole, the best hope of getting a thoroughly 
satisfactory Second Chamber was by nomina- 
tion by the Government of the day, if pre- 
cautions were taken to secure that the people 
going to the Senate took no part in party 
politics. Such a Senate would be of immense

They had experienced a rough 
passage over one of the most unpopular bills 
introduced in the House (Guarantee Fund 
Bill), and there. was a good sporting chance 
that the Senate, which, on the whole, had

Mr. MacDERMOT—As a result of throw- 
ing out the Guarantee Fund Bill. 

Concluding, he appealed to Mr. de Valera 
to consider the problem carefully, and to 
members of the Opposition who believed in 
a Second Chamber not to destroy themselves 
by continuing a blind defence of the Senate 
as being perfect when, in fact, it was far 
from being a satisfactory body. 


STATEMENT CHALLENGED 


Mr. J. Fit2GERALD-KENNEY (U.L, 
Mayo) said that the statement that the 
Senate had been completely subservient to 
the Cosgrave administration was false. 
Amendments had been made to bills which 
the Ministers of that time had not seen or 
heard of until they saw them on the Order 
Paper. The simple question before the House 
was whether there was to be a Senate or not, 
The Senate was perfectly right in rushing 
legislation through under abnormal circum- 
stances. Farty government had its advan- 
tages, but also its dangers, and there should 
be checks against these. There was 
tremendous danger in having an executive 
council running away with emotional feeling 
and coming to hasty decisions, and the duty 
of its party was to support it. 

The only function the Senate exercised 
under the Constitution was one of delay; it 
had not the power of complete destruction. 
That the Senate had discharged useful fune- 
tions was overwhelmingly established. It 
was a safeguarding and improving body. 
Many people when the Treaty was operating 
made up their minds to remain in this 
country. laregly because of the fact that there 
was to be a Second Chamber. Future 
historians would chronicle that no worse blow 
had been struck against the personal liberty 
of the people of this State than was struck 
by the Dail when, by abolishing the Senate, 
it put unfettered control in the hands of an 
Executive Council. 


BI-CAMERAL GOVERNMENT 


Mr. COSTELL®? (UI., Co. Dublin) said 
that one of the fundamental planks in the 
programme of Fine Gaedheal was bi-cameral 
government. The President of the Fianna 
Fail Party had no academic interest in that 
question, and had given it no consideration 
in, the abstract. The bill to abolish the 
Senate was brought in without consideration 
and in a fit of pique. The Uniforms Bill that 
the Senate rejected was not put into opera- 
tion, and that fact clearly demonstrated that 
the action of the Senate on that occasion 
was justified. Every political writer 
of eminence favoured the Second Chamber. 
system of government, but because of Presi- 
de Valera’s intolerance of criticism one of the 
institutions of “the. State, set up under the 
Constithtion, was to go. Supporters of the 
bill had gone round the country traducing 
the Senate by saying that Government 
measures had been hampered in every 
respect by the Senate. That contention was 
exposed in all its falseness .by facts and 
figures. The Semate in the lifetime of the 
present Government had made seventeen 
recommendations, all of which were accepted, 
to financial measures, and there would be 
432 errors in legislation were it not for 
Senate amendments to general legislative pro- 
posals. 

The bill was not advanced on its merits. 
It was simply, as stated at the Fianna Fail 
Ard Fheis, to fulfil a promise—about the only 
promise that party fulfilled. There were 
members of the Senate who belonged to the 


old Ascendancy party in the State, and they 


had put more patriotic endeavour and wor 

into the services of this country than many 
of the members who at present occupied the 
front bench of the Government party in the 
Dail. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary) said 
that the Senate had to go because it had the 
temerity to stand in the President's way. 
The Dail should realise that the question was 
not whether the bill was good or bad for the 
country, but whether the President’s word or 
whim was to have absolute free play. 

In amending the Constitution the President 
should take the opportunity to amend his 
own title, and adopt that which he had taken 
in connection with his paper—‘‘ Controlling 


Director.””

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 


the Senate had passed in a very short time

Mr. MORRISSEY (to Mr. Norton)—And 
you swallowed it lock, stock and barrel. 

Continuing, Mr. Norton said that it was 
almost impossible for anyone to make a case 
for the retention of the Senate. In what 
respect, he asked, had the Senate done good 
work for the last ten years “The sole pur- 
pose of Second Chambers had been to check 
and curb the plain people, and the Senate 
had been a curb, and had prevented the 
people deciding public questions in their own 
way. Not in a single instance had the 
Senate challenged a reactionary measure 

ssed by the previous Government. It had 

en just a rubber stamp—a_ recording 
machine for the Cumann na eal Party 
of the day. If the Senate continued, did 
anybody believe that after its next election, 
having, as it would, a Government majority, 
it would in any way impede the Fianna Fail 
Government? At the best the Senate was an 
out-of-date replica of the Dail. 

Whatever case there might be for a second 
or revising Chamber, there could be no case 
for the retention of the Senate as at present 
constituted. If they had retained the 
réferendum in the Constitution they would 
have had a safeguard against reactionary 
legislation, and if now the Opposition stated 
that with the abolition of the Senate all 
safeguards went it was their own fault, for 
they had deliberately abolished the referendum. 
The referendum in the Constitution would be 
worth a million Senates such as they had 
to-day, because it was a check over any 
Executive Council or any Parliament. The 
President had been in favour of it in 1927. 
What had happened since to make him change 
his mind? 


RUSHING THE MOTION 


Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that the 
Senate had proved to be right in regard to 
the Blue Shirts Bill, and not the Executive 

il. The President that day had adopted 
his well-established practice of. treating the 
Hotise with disrespect, and had simply refused 
to offer any reasons for rushing this motion. 
He was not surprised at the President being 
reluctant to embark on any discussion of that 
wind. When he was advancing his case in 
April last year for the abolition of the Senate, 
the President had advanced as an authority 
Adams, and had said that ‘‘Adams was no 
mean political figure; he stood for the single 
Chamber.” Now, said Mr. Dillon, Adams 
wrote a book im which he said: “T cannot 
think that a people can be long free or ever 
happy whose Government is in one assembly,” 
and President de Valera paraphrases that 
into the words: ‘‘Adams was no mean political 
figure; he stood for the single chamber.” 
Was it any wonder that the President was 
reluctant to enter into a discussion on the 
matter ’ 

Several months ago, Mr. DILLON said, the 
Senate had sent a message to the Dail ask- 
ing for the setting up of a joint committee 
of both Houses to consider and report on the 
changes, if any, necessary in the Constitution 
and powers of the Senate. That showed that the 
Senate had recognised that it had its short- 
comings, but that was not, the question :in 
this bill. The President did not agree with 
it, and it, therefore, had to go; just as when 
he did not agreewith certain political philo- 
sophies of certain groups, they should be 


mu out. 

e was sure that the President would be 
in clover when he came to speak later that 
night. He would walk around it, over it 
and under it, to the right and the left, 
behind and in front of it, and at the end 
no one would know what in the least the 
President thought about it. In that matter 
he might say without offence that the Presi- 
dent would be able to exchange compliments 
with Deputy MacDermot across the floor of 
the House. 


TURKEY’S STANDPOINT 


Personally, he (Deputy Dillon) did not 
think that this question of bi-cameral or uni- 


| Senate as at present constituted. 


cameral system was capable of solution by 
abstract argument. He thought they had to 
fly away from abstract theories, and even 
from logic, and find some impirical solution 
of the problem. When they did that they 
would find that the whole of the civilised 
world which accepted democratic institutions 
had voted in favour of bi-cameral systems, 
with the exception of Turkey, Esthonia, 
Lithuania, Latvia, Bulgaria and Spain. Did 
the President seriously suggest that the 
should approach this problem from the stand- 

mt taken by Turkey and the countries he 
ad named than that of the other great 
countries of the world which had bi-cameral 

stems ? He did not think for a moment 
that the President would attempt to sustain 
the argument that there was any analogy 
between the Senate as an elected Chamber 
and a hereditary body like the House of 
Lords, so that they were driven outside Great 
Britain to find comparisons. In looking at 
other countries of the world he found that 
had admitted the bi-cameral system. 

This was not a measure to abolish the 
It was 
a measure to abolish the bi-cameral system 
of government in this country, and Heaven 
knew what abuses would result therefrom. 
Almost every democracy in the world had 
found the bi-camera] system the most effec- 
tive. The President might be embarking 
upon lines that would create dangers that 
neither the President himself nor his col- 
leagues could see. They of the Opposition 
were quite prepared to co-operate with the 
Government in making the Senate and, per- 
haps, the Dail more nearly perfect, but 
they resented the proposal to abolish the 
Senate as much as théy would resent a pro- 
posal by the Senate to abolish the Dail.

*“UNKINDLY AND UNMANLY” 


Dr. O’HIGGINS (U.1., Leix-Offaly) said 
that one of the most unkindly and unmavly 
things that had ever been done in the Dail 
was the effort and the manner in which it 
iéd through to abolish the Senate. 
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Tt had become a habit recently to introduce 
grave constitutional issues in an insulting 
manner, and it was not fair to the Dail, and 
was an evasion of the responsibilities which 
the country had placed on the President’s 
shoulders. For four hours they had a 
motion before them of the abolition of one 
House of the Oireachtas, but in that time 
they had had a front bench of Government 
mutes, a majority party of party mutes, 
and not one of them had sufficient respect 
for the Dail to stand up m support of the 
motion—a. motion to blast half of the 
Oireachtas by a majority vote. The only 
spokesman he had sufficient courage to get 
up and try to make a case was the leader 
of the Labour Party. The case he had 
made, if one could call it a case, was a 
case chock-full of misstatements and in- 
accuracies. 

They had twelve long years “of false, un- 
justifiable slander aimed at the Senate of this 
country. It was as representative in the 
full sense of the word as Dail Eireann was, 
but more select, and its general behaviour 
would certainly call for something better than 
than the silence of the President that night 
and the slander of the President on other 
occasions. He believed in his heart that 
during the whole run of its existence the 
Senate was a better House than Dail Eireann 


itself, 
THE MINORITY 


Continuing, Dr. O’HIGGINS said that they 
had all a desire for a thrity-two county State 
at some time. Was there anybody on the 
opposite benches going to tell him that the 
abolition of the Senate, leaving the Oireachtas 
consisting of one House, was going to give 
any confidence to anyLody outside their 
frontier who had been accustomed to any 
other system’ Was there anyone going to tell 
him that the trend of legislation, this being 
a sample.of it, as far as it affected minority 
interests in this country, was going to give a 
greater confidence to the Irish in- Northern 
Treland to come in than they had heretofore? 
In all honesty, and far removed from all party 
spirit, he could say there was nobody but 
would not admit that this type of legislation, 
and many allied types, was making partition 
more and more permanent; that it was put- 
ting back the day when there would be any 
hope of the six northern counties joining us in 
any form. 

Mr. VINCENT RICE (U.I., Dublin City, 
N.) said that it was implied in the Treaty 
that the minority should have some repre- 
sentation. Deputy O’Higgins had referred to 
the treatment the minority were receiving, 
and the effect. it might have upon the people 
of the North. ‘‘ We should show them,” he 
said, ‘‘an example of enlightened politics and 


enlightened citizenship, We should not de- 
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| prive the minority here of representation. By 


their work and patriotism they were entitled 
to that representation.

A VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Professor THRIFT (Ind., T.C.D.) said that 
he could not allow the passage through the 
House of a Constitutaonal measure of that 
magnitude without making some protest, and 
as vigorous a protest as he could. He did 
not regard it as his function to defend in 
any way the action of the Senate, and did 
not intend at that stage to debate the ques- 
tion of the advantages of a one-chamber or 
dual-chamber system at all. He believed 
that the President and every member of the 
Government knew his views on the matte» 
perfectly well, and he did not wish to waste 
time, but he did want to emphasise as 
strongly as he could what certain deputie# 
had contended against—the contentions of 
other deputies, and that was that there could 
be no mistake abont what they were 
:sked to decide. [t was the simple 
sole question o: whether they ought 
to have one-chamber or  two-chamber 
Government. It was not the question as to 
whether the Senate had acted wisely im the 
past or not; whether it was likely to act 
wisely in the future or not; it was not the 
question whether it was the best type of 
Senate, whether it could be improved or not; 
but simply the question: were they to have 
even for a time government in this country 
by one chamber alone? If the President had 
seen fit, as he (Deputy Thrift) had hoped he 
would, to bring this measure in the form of 
‘‘reformation,”’ If he liked so to call it, 
instead of the simple motion to remove it 
from their Constitution, he would have re- 
joiced, It was easy to tear down; it was 
difficult to build up; and if they once put 
themselves in the position of having only one 
Chamber, form of Government here he 
doubted if they should ever get back to the 
stage of reverting to the dual Chamber until 
a complete configuration of the country took 
place. 


A GROWING HABIT 


_ He would like Deputies to bear with him

The Last Stage 


We had hoped that even at the last 
moment President de Valera might change 
his mind about the abolition of the Senate ; 
but our hope was in vain. Yesterday the 
combined forces of Fianna Fail and the 
hapless Labour Party were mobilised in 
Dáil Eireann, and the Second Chamber’s 
lease of life has been fixed now at sixty 
days. The Free State Parliament has 
done many foolish things during the last 
thirteen years. It has allowed the Con- 
stitution to be set at naught by the Execu- 
tive on several occasions ; but it never was 
less true to the principles of democracy 
than when it condemned the Senate to 
death. Future historians will deal faith- 
fully with this betrayal of popular trust ; 
and December 12th, 1935, may be regarded 
as the day on which democratic govern- 
ment in the Free State came officially to 
an end; for the one-Chamber system is 
but a prelude to dictatorship, and hence- 
forward supreme power in this State will 
be vested in the person of President 
Eamon de Valera. The President's speech 
in the Dáil yesterday was sadly uncon- 
vincing. Apparently, he is beginning to 
realise now that, as the Germans say, he 
has thrown the baby out with the bath 
water; but he is either too proud, or too 
obstinate, to admit that he has made a 
mistake, and he has got rid of the Senate 
without the provision of any reasonable 
alternative. He announced that the 
Government proposed to ask the Committee 
of Procedure and Privileges to examine 
the situation with a view to the introduc- 
tion of a further stage for the discussion 
of bills in the Ddil. At present a bill 
passes through five stages in the Lower 
House before it goes to the Senate, and the 
President seems to think now that if a 
further, or sixth, stage could be provided, 
the need for a revising Chamber would dis- 
appear. He admitted yesterday that he 
had hankered after some form of Second 
Chamber, more or less affirming that in 
his view a revising body was desirable ; 
but, he said, he had been unable to devise 
an alternative to the existing Senate, and 
nobody else had come to his aid in the 
matter. 

Therefore, the Senate must go. A period 
of “ experiment ” is about to be tried. 
There will be one-Chamber Government in 
the Saorstdt; but the President has 
promised to keep an open mind on the 
subject, and presumably if anybody 
manages to think of some form of Second

It will be the one guarantee that 
justice has been done between the dis- 
utants, and the only pledge which can 
i“ given to 'the civilised world that force 
shall not be permitted to defeat reason in 
the control of its destinies. It is now 
perfectly clear that the basis of discus- 
sion sketched out in Paris and tentatively 
offered to the two belligerents fails to 
satisfy two, at least, out of the three con- 
ditions which good faith and the Govern- 
ment’s undertakings alike lay down. 
Though. the Emperor of Ethiopia has yet 
to receive the terms official, it is quite 
certain that he will reject a drastic parti- 
tion of his unconquered dominions as the 
price of peace. It is equally certain that 
the majority of nations assembled at 
Geneva will refuse to countenance any 
one-sided solution wholly favourable to 
the declared aggressor. The Paris pro- 
posals, indeed, if they prove to corre- 
spond with the reports, cannot possibly 
be reconciled with the obligations of the 
Covenant. The attempt at mediation 
initiated by M. Laval could not hope to 
succeed along such: lines, and it has, in 
fact, failed already. 

No one, even among the most hostile of 
critics, supposes that the approach to peace 
would ever have taken its present direction 
if it had originated with the British 
Cabinet. What may pass by courtesy, 
what may even be presented at Geneva 
as a joint proposition, bears every mark

The Fascist Grand Council is due to 
meet next Wednesday—a date fixed 
because it was exactly a month after the 
imposition of sanctions. It now coincides 
with the date chosen for the summoning 
of the League Council. 

It had been expected that the meeting 
would make an announcement regarding 
the nation’s ficht against sanctions. In 
view of the altered situation, however, it 
is now thought that a statement may he 
made regarding Italy’s attitude towards 
the new proposals. 

The official spokesman stated this even- 
ing: “The plan submitted to Signor 
Mussolini by the British and French Am- 
bassadors yesterday is : t a set of cut 
and dried proposals. It is a groundwork 
for negotiations. We are studying it to 
see whether we can accept it as such. 


FAR FROM SOLUTION 


“The proposals are being examined in 
a receptive spirit,” he added, “ and with 
all the seriousness which they deserve. 
But we should not abandon ourselves to 
excessive optimism, as some sections of 
the French Press have done. We are 
still far from a solution. The Italian 
Government has no inform: on regarding 
the reply which the Negus will make.” 

It is denied that the presence of the 
Papal Nuncio at Berne, Monsignor 
Bernardini, at Geneva had anything to do 
with the present conversations. 

The general relief caused by the Anglo- 
French agreement resulted in rises of one 
or two points in Italian Government Bonds 
on the Stock Exchange to-day. Banking 
shares also rose, but industrials were, for 


| the most part, unchanged. 


The course which events have followed 
at Geneva to-dav has caused general satis- 
faction. Italy is already looking to the 
future. In an unsigned article in Sienor 
Mussolini’s newspaper the Popolo d’*/talia, 
which may have been written by the Duce 
himself, the writer says : — 


JAPAN PROFITS 


“Rome had proposed a _ four-Power 
pact. . . A distant Negus was able to 
upset even this beginning of solidarity. 
Everything will now have to be done 
again, and, as in the seventeen vears 
which have followed Versailles, it will be 
found that nothing solid can be built in 
the future without Italy. 

“Japan, profiting from the universal 
crisis and from the complexity of causes 
which immobilises Britain, Russia and the 
United States, is subjecting rich and wide 
territories to her control. . . The Govern. 
ment of Tokyo is demanding a fleet equal 
to that of the British Empire and of the 
North American Confederation. which will 
consolidate Japanese domination in Far

The President stared into the 
distance in front of him, his face resting 
between his hands. ‘‘ We are cutting our- 
selves off from our people in the North,” 
went on Deputy Thrift—his hands 
trembling on the bench—‘‘ by removing 
even the academic restriction—the weight 


of a feather—of the Second Chamber.’’ 
His voice low with grief, he showed him- 
self to be a representative of the minority, 
and he would fight for the rights of that 
minority while he lived, As it drew near 
ten o'clock, when the President would 
speak, Professor Thrift seemed to admit 
defeat. ‘‘My depth of feeling has carried 
me away,” he said, apologising for the 
twenty minutes he had occupied. “I 
don’t think there is any use in appealing 
to you—I suppose your minds are made 
up.” It was an intensely moving scene. 


SENATORS LOOK ON 


There were many Senators standing in 
the lobbies listening to the last words that 
would be spoken in their defence. The 
Government watched Professor Thrift 
almost ashamed it: seemed. Professor 
Thrift himself looked for a moment as if 
he would be unable to finish, that his 
great emotion would overcome him; but 
his grief finally lent him strength. He 


| sat down and started to tear up the notes 


he had made on a sheet of paper—and 
then nervously he pushed them into his 
pocket. 

Deputy McGilligan, with an eye on the 
clock, then went for President de Valera

PRESIDENT’S DEFENCE 


At ten o’clock President de Valera rose 

to make the sole Government defence for 
the abolition of the Senate. _ He seized 
upon a statement of Teputy Thrift’s that 
‘“ we were whittling down the terms of the 
Treaty, while preserving for ourselves all 
that was good in the Treaty.” ‘That 
which we are trving to get is ours,”’ shouted 
President de Valera, with a whole life. 
time of ‘rebellion’ behind him. In -a 
moment he had dragged his followers from 
the spell of Deputy Thrift’s emotion, and 
the rest was easy. But to make sure. the 
President made one last gesture. “We,” 
cried President de Valera, with arm fully 
extended, fingers outspread, ‘‘ here have 
preserved proportional representation.’’ 
The Government Party was a nation once 
again. and Cathleen Ni Houlihan back 
upon her throne. Import duties, special 
licences, factories, and fast vanishing re- 
sources, all were forgotten, and the 
Opposition reduced once more to 
reactionary imperialists. President de 
Valera was doing well what he can do 
better than any other Irishman alive. 
In the end, in rather indifferent tones, 
he told the House that he had always 
been in favour of a Second House, but 
it was impossible to decide how that 
Second House should be constituted. You 
could have direct election of the Senators, 
indirect election, or nomination. All three 
methods were open to the gravest abuse. 
The Senate as it stood always had been 
an evil check—here he grew proportionatelv 
more violent—uvon the onward march of 
the nation, and it must go. As the 
Speaker put the motion to the vote 
Senators Milrov and O'Neill turned 
wearily awav from the barrier and walked 
slowly from the House. 


A NEW ERA 


It would be impossible to describe that 
last fortv-five minutes of vesterday’s debate 
too melodramaticallv, too effusively There 
was Professor Thrift, devoted disciple of 
the old order, begging the new leader not 
to sweep awav too wildly a system that 
had done good service for twelve years; 
and there, with a solid phalanx of grim: 
looking supporters behind him, the new 
leader, impatient of all restriction, press- 
ing forward into a new era, an era of 
Ireland for the Trish, and let nothing 
stand in our way. 


OTHER CONTRIBUTIONS 

The earlier part of the debate had been 
interesting enough. but it was rendered 
entirely colourless by the finale. Deputy 
MacDermot, more independent than ever, 
had angered Fine Gael by saying that, in 
his view, the Second Chamber was un- 
satisfactory because of the party method 
of its election: He put forward a sugges- 
tion for a nominated Senate, consisting 
of men of all creeds, Communists, Social 
Democrats and business men; but you can 
do that when you are as independent as 
Deputy MacDermot. Deputy Morrissey 
actually took exception to Deputy 
MacDermot, saying he was “ the superior 
person talking down to the man-in-the- 
street.” “How did you stand him for 
eighteen months ?’’ called Deputy Donnelly, 
and Deputy Morrissey admitted that it 
had been a severe struggle. 

The debate was full of such asides as 
this, and, indeed, up till half-past nine its 
tone was somewhat flippant; but from the 
moment Professor Thrift began his peste 
there was never a sound from a House 
packed almost to suffocation until he 
uttered those final words: “ I suppose your 
minds are made up.”’

General Sung Cheh-Yuan, who was sent 
north on Japanese initiative to negotiate 
with the Japanese military authorities 
on behalf of Nanking, has despatched a 
delegate to Kalgan to confer with them, 
says a Peiping message. He himself has 
been appoin Governor of Hopei and 
Chairman of the Hopei-Chahar Political 
Council. 


JAPANESE DEMAND 


It is understood that the Japanese are 
demanding that the Chinese authorities 
should cede control of Eastern Chahar to 
the Mongol militia. 

From Tientsin comes ‘a report creditin 
a Japanese military spokesman there wit 
suggesting that East Hopei should remain 
an autonomous State outside the Chahar- 
Sue Political Council. He is also said 
to have added that none of its revenues 
would be remitted to Nanking, except 
possibly a pro rata share for the service 
of foreign loans. 

The Kailan Ming administration, mainly 
British, would be expected to pay taxes 
to the new régime. 

Ho Ying Chin, the Minister of War, 
who came from Nanking to investigate the 
position, has left Peiping for Nanking, 
despite urgent entreaties from Sung Cheh- 
Yuan that he should prolong his stay. 


CABINET CHANGES 


Changes in a number of posts in the 
Nanking Cabinet has been announced by 
the Central Political Council. General] 
Chang-Chun becomes Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and Ku Meng-Yu, Minister of 
Railways, is given the portfolio of Com- 
munications, 

At Canton yesterday, defying the bitter 
cold, thousands of Chinese students, in- 
cluding girls, paraded the streets shouting 
‘Down with Japanese Imperialism,”’ 
“ Down with the autonomists in North 
China,” “Resist the Japanese invasion 
and save the country.” 

So far there have been no disturbances.

There were two important developments 
in the miners’ wages deadlock last night. 

Following the return of the coal-owners’ 
representatives. to London, it was an- 
nounced that a meeting of representatives 
of the owners and the Mine Workers’ 
Federation had been arranged for Tuesday 
next to consider tne position in the light 
of the progress that has been made 
towards securing such increased revenue as 
will allow of advances in wages. A further 
important development was the considera- 
tion by the central council of colliery 
owners of a coal quota scheme 

Kiepregentatives of all the colliery dis- 
tricts met in London yesterday to ex- 
change information with regard to price 
increases, and their effect on wage-paying 
capacity. 

Later the council issued a statement that 
they had considered an application from 
a number of districts for increases in their 
allocations of tonnage, and that all the 
applications were granted in full. 

The announcement that the owners’ and 
miners’ representatives will meet on Tues- 
day was made following a private conter- 
ence the coal-owners’ representatives had 
after they returned to London yesterday. 
Later they met Captain Crookshank, the 
Secretary for Mines. 

Steps have already been taken with the 
object of securing increased revenue to 
enable an offer to be made to the miners. 
The attitude of the men’s leaders towards 
this move of the owners to find more 
money is that, although they are not 
directly concerned, they will demand a 
guarantee that the proceeds trom any con- 
certed move to raise coal prices should go 
to wages, and that any increase should be 
on a uniform and national basis.

Plans to begin a regular Transatlantic 
air service between Britain and the 
United States by the summer of 1937 were 
announced to-day by Mr. R. Walton 
Moore, Assistant Secretary of State. 

His statement comes at the end of the 
conference here between British and 
American representatives regarding the 
projected air service. 

Mr. Moore said that the regularly 
scheduled service would involve four 
return trips weekly.

The statement added that the American 
Atlantic ports now under consideration as 
possible termini were New York City, 
Baltimore (Maryland), Cape Charles 
(Virginia), Norfolk (Virginia), and 
Charleston (South, Carolina).

SPEAKER’S RULING 
QUESTIONED 


PETITION SIGNED BY 
62 DEPUTIES 


DEMAND FOR REFERENCE 
TO APPEAL TRIBUNAL

E decision taken late on Wednesday 
night by leaders of the Opposition 
parties in the Dail to contest the action of 
the Speaker of the Dail (Mr. Frank 
Fahy) in declaring the Land Purchase 
(Guarantee Fund) Bill to be a money bill 
is being proceeded with. Article 35 of the 
Constitution provides for such a situation. 
This is the first occasion in the life of the 
Free State when steps were taken to make 
use of the provisions of Article 35, and 
the result is accordingly being looked 
forward to with the greatest interest. 
The article of the Constitution indicates 
that action may be initiated by two-fifths 
of the members of either House—that is, 
62 members of the Dail or 24 members of 
the Senate. These may present a petition 
to the Speaker of tue Dail within seven 
days of the declaration by the Speaker. 


THE PROCEDURE 


It “ shall forthwith ’’ be referred to a 
Committee of Privileges, to be composed 
of not more than three members of each 
House, with the Senior Judge of the 
Supreme Court, who is “ able and will- 
ing ” to act, as Chairman. .The Judge will 
have a vote only in case of an equality of 
votes on the Committee. The Committee's 
report must be returned within twenty-one 
days from the date of the decision of the 
Speaker which is questioned. This means 
that the report must be available: by 
January 1. In the event of failure to 
report by that time, the Speaker’s decision 
stands. . 

Both Houses will apparently select their 
representatives at an open sitting. 

At a late hour last night General 
Mulcahy, Chief Whip of the United Ire- 
land Party, presented the petition to the 
Speaker of the Dail. It was in the follow- 
ing terms :— 


THE PETITION 


“We, the undersigned deputies, being 
two-fifths of the members of Dail Eireann, 
by this notice in writing addressed to you, 
as signified by our respective signatures 
hereto appended, require that, in accord 
with Article 35 of the Constitution of 
Saorstat Eireann, the question whether 
the Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) 
Bill, 1935, certified by you on the 11th 
day of December, 1935, to be a Money Bill, 
is or is not a Money Bill be referred 
forthwith to the Committee of Privileges 
mentioned in the said Article.

It 
will prsumably be open to the Opposition 
to propose other delegates, and, if they 
do so, a division will be taken. 


IN THE SENATE 


The declaration of the Land Purchase 
(Guarantee Fund) Bill to be a money bill, 
if it stands, will prevent the Senate from 
altering or rejecting the measure. All that 
House is permit to do in connection 
with such bills is to make recommenda- 
tions, which the Dail may, or may not, 
accept. 

It will be noticed that the Labour Party 
is not represented among the signatories 
to the petition. They opposed the 
Guarantee Fund Bill, and voted against 
it in the House on Wednesday night, and 
it is understood they are in agreement 
with the proposal to test the Speaker’s 
decision as to the bill beine a money bill. 

Fifteen members of the Senate last 
night presented a petition requiring the 
Senate Committee of Privileges to be sum- 
moned to meet next Wednesday to con- 
sider the ruling of the Chairmar.

A GERMAN VIEW

BERLIN, Thursday. 


The German Press notes with astonish- 
ment the latest indications of the British 
attitude in the Italo-Abyssinian problem. 

“Of the manifold and contradictory 
emotions that pass through the breasts of 
Englishmen,”’ writes the London Corre- 
spondent of the Berliner Tageblatt, ‘‘ one 
feeling is common to all—surprise. For 
is there anything more unparalleled than 
to present an argument for months and 
then let it drop overnight ? 

“To be honest, England trembles to-day 
for the League, and not for Abyssinia or 
for the prestige of the British Empire. It 
is surprising that no word was said to-day 
of the adverse effect on the prestige of 
Great Britain in the Far East resulting 
from her retreat before Mussolini. More- 
over, Great Britain is not aroused by the 
sudden loss of her newly-won position of 
leadership, which has shown once more 
how enormously strong the influence of 
France is on the policy of her British 
neighbour.”

THREE “WOMEN 
RESCUED — 


HAD SEEN RESCUE 
"PLANE

STICK and a belt stuck in the ground 

was the signal which led yesterday 

to the discovery on the open moors, five 

miles from Greenfield, of the three women 

who have been missing since Sunday. They 

were suffering acutely from exposure, and 

were in an exhausted condition, having 

had no food since Monday, when they 
shared an orange between them. 

It was only on Wednesday night that 
it was announced that, while individual 
search would go on, organised parties 
would be abandoned until next Sunday, 
when a body of two hundred ramblers 
would be available. Survival on the moors 
in the intente cold was thought to be 
unlikely. 

While search parties have scoured the 
moors on the borders of Lancashire and 
Yorkshire, the women walked in circles, 
and saw the aeroplane which on Tuesday 
circled over the district in a vain en. 
deavour to find them. They waved for a 
long time, but failed to attract the atten- 
tion of the pilot, and the ‘plane dis 
appeared. 

None of them had any shoes on. Their 
feet were blue and swollen to almost double 
the norma! size. 

The women—Edna Connolly (21), of 
Flora street, Lower Broughton, Salford; 
Pauline Preston (20), of Derby street, 
Broughton, and Elsie Rowlands, _ of 
Clarendon road, Crumpsall—were found 
by policemen who had set out with a 
search party yesterday, accompanied by 
ramblers from Huddersfield. One police- 
man ran three miles through the rugged 
crags to telephone from a wayside kiosk 
to Dr. Wood, of Huddersfield. He was 
followed by two others, who went to an 
inn for brandy and blankets. The main 
body of the party by this time had 
managed to get the women into a work- 
man's hut about two miles away from 
where they were found. 


BEFORE A ROARING FIRE 


Edna Connolly semed to be most affected 
by her experience, and was described by 
one of the rescue party as being very ill. 
Within half-an-hour of the first message 
being telephoned scores of police cars were 
waiting on the roadway. It was impossible 
for any of the cars to get near the women, 
however, and it was some time after they 
were found that they could be seen 
struggling over the fields approaching the 
roadway. 

As soon as the party reached the road- 
way the women were placed in the cars, 
which took them to Saddleworth. At the 
Upper Mill Police Station, near Saddle- 
worth, the women were given brandy, laid 
on mattresses in front of a roaring fire, 
and covered with blankets and rugs. 

Miss Connolly had recovered sufficiently 
to talk to a reporter and said: ‘‘ On 
Sunday morning we left Greenfield to 
walk to Laddow Rock. and then intended 
from there to walk back to Greenfield. 
We had lunch at the waterman’s hut at 
Chew Reservoirs. but after that we lost 
the path to the rock and wandered on. 

“ Then darkness fell and it began to 
snow. We did not know what to do. We 
finished off what was left of our sandwiches 
and later on we lav down in the shelter 
of a rock huddled together. 


WAVED TO AIRMAN 


“We got no sleep. On Monday we 


walked about between rests, but not once 
did we see a house or any light. That 
day we divided an orange between ais, 
and that was the last we had. On Monday 
night it was bitterly cold, and we had 
no sleep again, but just lay down in a 
shelter. On Tuesday we again walked a 
little way, and in the afternoon we saw 
the ’plane go over. We tried to attract 
its attention, but it flew off, and then we 
gave up hope. On Tuesday night we were 
getting much weaker. and had no sleep. 
We were able to crawl to a stream and 


““On Wednesday we were so weak that 
we could hardly walk. We were wet 
through with the mist and the rain. 
To-day we were only able to stagger a 
little way and then we lay down. About 
midday we heard a whistle and shouted 
faintly. A few. minutes later the search 
party found us. They had scen a stick 
and a belt which we had dropped. We 
could hardly believe that we were safe at 
last.” 

Experienced walkers are surprised that 
anybody could have existed out on the 
moors for the four and a half days. 

Relatives of the women were brought 
from Manchester by car, and.later the 
women were conveyed to Salford Royal 


Hospital.

E House of Lords, by a unanimous 
verdict, yesterday acquitted Lord de 
Clifford of a charge of manslaughter 
relating to the death of Douglas George 
Hopkins, of Mass Hall Grove, Finchley, 
on August 15, 1935. 

When the case for the prosecution closed 
Sir Henry Curtis-Bennett submitted that 
no case of manslaughter had been made 
out, and that there was no evidence of 
criminal negiigence. 

The Lords’ Judges advised the Lords 
temporal and spiritual that the submission 
must be upheld. 

The Lord High Steward (Viscount 
Hailsham) then put the question: ‘‘ Is the 
prisoner guiltv of the felony whereof he 
stands indicted, or not guilty ?’’ i 
Each Peer, as his name was called, rose, 
and placing his hand upon his heart, 
replied: ‘‘ Not guilty, upon my honour.”’ 
The further charge of dangerous driving 
on which the Kingston Bench committed 
Lord de Clifford, being one of migs- 
demeanour, must come before the January 
Sessions at the Old Bailey if the prosecu- 
tion sees fit to proceod with it. 


THE TRIAL 


The preliminary stage of the proceedings 
yesterday took place in the House of 
Lords, the trial itself being conducted in 
the Royal Gallery. 

By Lord de Clifford’s side sat the Yeo- 
man Usher (Lord Esme Gordon-Lennox). 
Among the Peers were four High Court 
Judges appointed as Lords Justices to act 
as legal advisers to the Lords—Mr. Justice 
Charles, Mr. Justice Branson, Mr. Justice 
Goddard, and Mr. Justice Swift: and near 
to them sat counsel and solicitors for 
prosecution and defence. 

When the House had assembled and 
been led in prayer by the Bishop of 
Sheffield, the Lord High Steward, rising 
from the Woolsack, commanded the Clerk 
of Parliaments (Sir Henry Baddeley) to 
read the names of Peers who had signified 
their intention to be present at the trial.. 
Every member of the House rose as his 
name was called and answered ‘‘ Here.” 


IN THE ROYAL GALLERY 


The Lord High Steward’s motion “ That 
the House do adjourn into the Royal 
Gallery ” was agreed to, and the proces- 
sion of Peers, marshalled by Garter King: 
at-Arms (Sir Gerald Wollatson) moved 
thither in the order of their procedure. 
The Clerk of Parliaments headed the pro- 
cession. The scene within the Gallery was 
of uncommon brilliance. Silver and gold 
and scarlet glowed in the rich light 
shed by the great candelabra. The 
King’s throne with scarlet canopy stood 
before Lord Hailsham’s seat, for the trial 
technically is before the King in Parlia- 
ment. At the bar of the House a dais, 
raised upon a scarlet platform, served the 


purpose of a dock in ordinary courts of 


law. The Peers wore the scarlet and gold 
robes and cocked hats of black silk, like 
those of admirals. 

When all were in their places a voice 
cried: ‘‘ Oyez, oyez, oyez, our Sovereign 
Lord the King strictly charges and com- 
mands all manner of persons to keep 
silent on pain of imprisonment.” . 

The Lord High Steward, a quaint 
tricorn hat placed carefully on his full- 
bottomed wig, called, for the reading of 
the King’s Commission. 

The Clerk read documents saying that 
Lord de Clifford stood indicted for felony, 
and that “' justice is an excellent virtue.’’ 
Black Rod handed his white wand to 
ee High Steward and received it 
ack. 

There followed the reading of several 
other documents, one of which told how 
‘‘ good and lawful men of the county of 
Surrey ” had held an inquest on Douglas 
Hopkins. 

‘“ Oyez, oyez, oyez, Edward Southwell, 
Lord de Clifford, come forth or else you 
forfeit your deposit,’’ cried the Serjeant- 
at-Arms. 

All eyes were turned to a door at the 
far end of the Chamber, through which 
came Black Rod, and by his side the tall 
figure of Lord de Clifford. 

At the bar his Lordship bowed to the 
Lord High Steward and the Peers to right 
and left. 


CASE FOR PROSECUTION 


Opening the case for the prosecution, 
Sir Thomas Inskip (Attorney-General) 
stated that Hopkins was returning to 
London with his sister and a friend. Sud- 
denly the two girls saw two bright head- 
lights, and almost immediately there was 
a collision. Hopkins was taken to hos- 
pital and died from extensive fractures of 
the skull. “ These,” he said, “ are the 
details of this unhappy collision,’’ and he 
went on to read a statement by Lord de 
Clifford in which he said that he was 
doing 40 miles an hour and alleged that 
the other car was being driven at a 
tremendous speed. He tried to avoid it, 
but there was a collision. 

Miss Hopkins, sister of the dead man, 
was the first witness. She put the speed 
at which her brother was driving at forty 
miles an hour. She declared that de- 
fendant’s car was over on their side of 
the road, and said that when she asked 
Lord de Clifford about it he replied: ''We 
cannot discuss that now.” Later he told 
her: ‘‘ You were coming towards me at a 
terrific speed.’’ 

Miss Rosemary Reynolds, who was also 
in. the car, said: “ The lights just seemed 
to come from nowhere. It was amazing.”’ 


SUBMISSION FOR DEFENCE

HE Five-Power Naval Conference has 
8 reached an interim stage in its con- 

sideration of the difficult situation which 
has been created by the Japanese demand 
for a common upper limit in tonnage. 

The discussions yesterday were friendly, 
but frank; and criticisms of the Japanese 

posal were directed to both theoretical 
and practical considerations. The observa- 
tions and criticisms of the American delega- 
tion were made by Mr. Norman Davis, 
Ambassador at large. 

“ The statement made by Mr. Davis,” said 
a member of the delegation to a reporter, 
‘emphasised three points in particular. 

“First, the proposal for a common upper 
limit would appear to increase rather than 
reduce armaments. 

‘‘ Secondly, the proposal would appear to 
destroy the equilibrium which was set up 
by the Washington Conference and, to a 
lesser degree, by the London Conference 
of 1930. 

‘Thirdly, the proposal did not seem to 
take fully into account the varying commit- 
ments of the different naval Powers and 
their strategical requirements. 

“We expect to receive some more informa- 
tion on these points when the Japanese dele- 
ation replies to-morrow tp our observations.

CONFERENCE of Irish Conservators 
A of Fisheries was held yesterday at 
110 Grafton street, Dublin, when a 
number of notices of motion from Boards 
throughout the ny was submitted, 
Mr. John Garvey, Ballinamore, presided.

During the close season their agents 
had taken several samples of frozen salmon, 
and these would form the subjects of prosecu- 
tions, of which six notices had been given.

It was distinctly laid down by the law that 
only tinned salmon could be sold without a 
certificate.

The Drogheda Board desired that the 
Minister for Justice should direct Civic 
Guards, to prosecute where they discovered 
breaches of the fishery laws and not leave it 
to the local boards of conservators to act. 
The conference adopted a motion to that 
effect. 

The Drogheda Board of Conservators gave 
notice of motion—*‘ That a bounty be á sis 
on all salmon and sea trout exported.’’ The 
motion was adopted. 


ILLEGAL FISHING 
It was moved by Major Moore, seconded 
by Mr. F. F. Scott, and carried—‘‘ That the 
Ministes be asked to insert in the next 
Fishery Bill a clause clearly defining the 
ilegahty of taking fish with spear, gaff, 
strokehaul, wire, snare, or any instrument or 
device, including nets capable of being used 
for catching fish contrary to the provisions 

of the Fishery Acts, 1842 to 1934.’’

“Wooden Church Architecture in Czeche- 
slovakia. 

Major Ruzicka said that his country 
nave been subject to all the cross currents 
of culture and art that had swept the Con- 
tinent from time to time, each epoch left 
traces in the development of the art of the 
country. The Gothic period had left its 
cathedrals and castles, and the baroque era 
had left its imprints on countless churches 
and decorations. There was much to interest 
the traveller, for he would come across a 
whole scale of different types of structures 
from the most primitive to the most advanced 
types of architecture. Their wooden churches 
were interesting and worthy of study. They 
had withstood the ravages of time and 
weather, and in them had been preserved the 
true peasant art of the country. Through 
the village church country people gave ex- 
gig: to their creative art and to their 
ove of God. 

The Consul showed many pictures of 
churches dating as far back as the sixteenth 
century which had preserved their original 
beauty and dignity.

WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


POSITION OF NEWSPAPER 
EMPLOYES 


—- —I 


N the Free State Senate yesterday, the 
second stage of the Land Purchase 
(Guarantee Fund) Bill, 1935, appeared 

among the orders of the day. There was a 
motion also by Senator David Robinson that 
the Committee stage and report stage of the 
bill be taken that day, but this was not 
moved, 

The CHAIRMAN (Mr. T. WESTROPP 
BENNETT) said that the Land Purchase 
(Guarantee Fund) Bill, 1935, the second 
stage of which was the first item on the 
order paper, was passed by the Dail on the 
previous night. If it had not been certified 
by the Speaker of the Dail as a Money Bill, 
the interval of three clear days prescribed by 
Standing Order 74 between its receipt by the 
Clerk and its appeararice on the order paper 
would have i CAS As it had been so ce*rti- 
fied, it was incumbent on him to have if 
placed on the order paper. 


STANDING ORDERS 


“It is reported in all the organs of, the 
public Press this morning that steps are being 
taken by members of the Dail to challenge 
the certification of the Speaker in regard to 
this bill by demanding a Committee of 
Privileges under Article 35 of the Constitu- 
tion. This report may be true or untrue, 
but it is an important fact. of which I have 
to take cognisance. Under the Standing 
Orders of the other Hovse, the members 
thereof have three days, of which to-day is 
the first, in which to take the appropriate 
steps. I have come to the conelusion, after 
the most careful consideration, that it would 
be improper for the second stage of this bill 
to be taken before the expiration of this 
interval of three days—that is to say, before 
it is known whether or not a Committee :f 
Privileges will, in fact, be demanded by 
members of the Dail. 
Privileges: is a quasi-judicial bodv. presided 
over by the senior judge of the Supreme 
Court able and willing to act. It would be 
wrong for such a Committee, if set up, to 
have to decide the purely legal and con- 
stitutional issue in the light of their pre- 
knowledge that the Senate had either passed 
or rejected the motion for the second read- 


ing. 
THE RULING 


“This is a matter of order not ¢overed by 
the Standing Orders, and it is incumbent on 
me, therefore, under Standing Order 39, to 
decide it to the best of my ability. I accord- 
ingly rule, for the reason which I have given, 
that the second stage of this bill cannot -be 
taken until an interval of three days has 
elapsed, and it is known whether or not a 
Committee of Privileges will be demanded. 
In so ruling I have also had in mind the 
fact that no group or party in this House 
can be prejudiced by delaying the bill for 
four days out of the twenty-one perniitted 


to us. 

Mr. P. O MAILLE said that it was most 
extraordinary that any action shotld_ be 
taken based on the reports in the public 
Press. They had no evidence beyond these 
reports that members of the other House were 
to move in the manner suggested by the 
Chairman. He thought that it was an un- 
precedented thing for the Senate to move in 
that direction or make a rule of that kind 
merely on the reports that had appeared in 
the public Press. 

The CHAIRMAN—Mfy ruling in this matter 
cannot be challenged. Hf Senators are not 
satisfied with the ruling, there is a certain 
course open to them. 

Mr. MacEntee, Minister for Finance, who 
was in charge of the bill during its passage 
in the Dail, was in the House when the 
Chairman gave his ruling. 

The next business was proceeded with, 
without further discussion, 


EMPLOYMENT BILL 


The debate on the committee stage of the 
Conditions of Employment Bill was resumed 
on the amendment proposed by Mrs. T. 
CLARKE that the section of the bill restrict- 
ing the employment of women in industry be 
deleted. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that, whether they 
liked it or not, the fact remained that 
normally it was desirable that the head of 
the household should be the man, and that 
his rate of wages should cover the mainten- 
ance of his fan.ily. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the bill was 
attempting to solve that particular problem 
in the worst possible way. Here they were 
dealing with a problem which should be dealt 
with by a separate measure. Pending legis- 
lation certain types of work should be confined 
to men, and certain other types to women. 
He supported the amendment. 

Mr. y J. LYNCH, K.C., said that it had 
not been suggested that conditions did not 
exist which made the section necessary. 

Dr. ST. JOHN GOGARTY said that there 
were certain factories where the rates of 


tionate. In many such factories the average 
for women was well under £1, and by the 
time they got permanent waves and had their 
nails po ished they soon got into the hands 
of Jews. He welcomed the fact that there 
was a certain amount of dictatorial legislation 
which struck at the exploitation of women 
and children. He hoped that it was the 
beginning of such legislation.

MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the phrase. ‘' equal 


relation to the conditions of employment, and 
the circumstances with which the bill was 
designed to deal, equal rights and equal 
opportunities meant nothing more than the 
right to a livelihood and the opportunity of 
obtaining employment as long as workmg was 
a condition to a livelihood. 
far as these rights and opportunities 
were involved in that measure he could assure 
the Senators who had spoken about them 
that there would be nobody who would strive 
more strongly or more vigorously to defend 
them than the Government or those in the House 
who supported the adoption of the section. It 
was rather extraordinary that the question of 
regulation of female labour in industry should 
be fought on the constitutional plane at this 
stage. There were laws on the Statute book 
which prohibited the employment of women 
in certain industries underground, or limited 
their employment at might. Was there any- 
one, even among those who supported the 
motion, who would seriously propose that in 
the interests of equal ae and opportunities 
these statutes should be repealed and 
employers legally empowered to employ 
women at these occupations? It should be 
considered as a practical question, and not

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for’ Industry and 
Commerce, said that the Act only prevented 
a worker from taking up his regular work 
while on holiday.

MR. LEMASS ACCEPTS 
AMENDMENTS 


Mr. DOUGLAS moved an amendment to 
exclude from Section 31, which provides for 
a short day in the week, all industrial work 
connected with newspaper printing and pub- 
lishing. He thought, he said, that there 
were other industries to which this exclusion 
might be applied, but he could not be de- 
finite as to whether the amendment would 
be the best way of dealing with the matter. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that if the bill passe: 
as it was at present framed, it meant that 
the position of newspaper employés in Dub- 
lin was going to be worsened. They had 
an arrangement by which, instead of having 
a half day per week, they had a whole day 
off in the fortnight, and he was hopeful that 
it mitht be found possible, in making re- 
gulations, to provide for that kind of un- 
derstanding being embodied in the regula- 
tions. If the amendment was carried it 
would mean that the present arrangement, 
which was more or less satisfactory, would 
be nullified. 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the information 
he got was that there was not a short day, 
but a day in the fortnight. He thought 
the bill had a flaw as it stood, and he 
would ask the Minister to look into it. So 
far as the general principle was concerned, 
he did not think any particular trade should 
be exempted from the half day. 

Mr. KENNEDY ‘said that it was true that 
a certain section of the workers in news- 
papers got one. day or night in the fortnight, 
according as they were day or night workers. 
The amendment did not cover all the workers. 
There were many workers in newspapers now 
who got their half-day, and this amendment 
wanes deprive them of it. He would like the 
Minister to do something that would satisíy 
the people in this particular industry without 
injuring the position of the workers. 


REMOVING DOUBTS 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the exciusion of '' the 
printing of newspapers ” from Section 58 ex- 
cluded them from Section 31 also, but, as 
certain people had raised doubts about that, 
there was no reason why these doubts should 
not be removed. He was quite satisfied to 
have Section 31 amended in the manner sug- 
gested. He thought that it would have to 
be amended. They could not contemplate a 
position in which newspapers would be re- 

uired to shut down for a half-day on a 
Saturday, or to have some other afternoon 
substituted. He was sure that nobody de- 
sired it. However, it was clear that whether 
newspapers were excluded from Section 31— 
already or not—he thought they were—they 
had got to be excluded. The workers in the 
newspaper industry had no statutory right 
to a half-day at the moment. They had 
secured whatever rights they had by effective 
organisation and by strike action, the most 
violent demonstration of which took 
place not so long ago. He had no 
doubt that the workers in that industry 
would be able to protect their interests 
because they were probably the best organised 
body of workers in the country. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he would like to 
avoid the necessity for strike action. 


EXCLUSION ESSENTIAL 


Mr. LEMASS said thá he believed it would 
not arise. He did not think the workers or 
managers of the newspapers wanted to see 
newspaper offices under a statutory obligation 
to shut down for half a day, because it would 
mean that there would be no paper on the 
following day. Whatever other arrangements 
were made to secure the interests of these 
workers exclusion from the section was essen- 
tial. Some people had doubts as to whether 
the section applied to them at present or not, 
and there was no harm in putting in this 
amendment to make it clear that it did not. 

Mr. DOUGLAS—The Minister is prepared 
to deal with it, so I will leave it over to the 
report stage. 

Mr. ‘DOUGLAS also moved an amendment 
to exclude from the provisions of Section 38 
industrial work done in connection with news- 
papers, such as etching in the preparation of 
plates, stereotyping, photographic develop- 
ment, and the packing and handling of news- 
papers. 

This was accepted by the Minister, 


JUVENILES 


Mr. KENNEDY moved that a new section 
be inserted providing that where the Minister 
was satisfied that it was necessary for 
uveniles to work over the prescribed forty

Mr. LEMASS said that he could not accept 
the amendment, which on a division was lost 
by 14 votes to 6.

team has returned from their last tour 
of the year—that to New York -and 
Canada—it will not be out of place to review 
their work for the year as a whole. It is not 
easy for the general public, seeing only the 
results of each individual show from month 
to month as it passes, to realise'the team's 
achievements. During the year 1935 the work 
of the Irish Army team constituted what may 
be fairly claimed a world’s record in inter- 
national show jumping—in respect of the 
number and importance of the trophies won. 
During 1935 the Irish team—with, of course, 
variations of competing officers and horses 
from time to time—participated in no fewer 
than nine international shows: Nice, Rome, 
Brussels, Amsterdam, Olympia, . Lucerne, 
Dublin, New York, Toronto, during a period 
of eight months. The shows were of the 
most varied description, indoor and outdoor, 
against clock and ‘‘go as you please.” The 
[rish form was most consistent all the time. 
The big prize of each show—the nation’s 
cup or team event—was won four times: at 
Lucerne, Dublin. New York and Toronto. 
Almost more meritorious was the second place 
at Nice, after a desperate fight with the 
German team, on account of the record num. 
ber of teams competing—i.e., eleven! At 
Lucerne a record was set up for the nation’s 
cup, as it was won without any fault at all. 
Three horses each jumped fifteen fences twice 
without hitting any of them. It is, of course, 
true that in the matter of numbers of nations’ 
cups won in a year the figure of four has heen 
beaten ‘once or twice by the Italian team at 
its best; but it can fairly be claimed that the 
leeway has been more than made up by 
reason of the number of individual successes 
ta be added thereto in the case of the 1935 
Irish team.

Regarding the relatively minor international 
events, Ireland won 17 firsts. There was no 
show attended at which the country did noi 
win at least one first prize.

The difference between a 
first and a second or third is often so small 
as to be all but negligible. Where the class 
is so high to get placed at all is in itself a 
highly meritorious achievement. The total 
rizes ‘won, as distinct from, though includ- 
ing, firsts, show the convincing figure of 137. 


THE YOUNG HORSES 


A hopeful sign for the future is the good 
form shown by some of the younger horses, 
tried out this year for the first time in the 
international arena. It is true that there are 
still several years of international form in 
Limerick Lace and Blarney Castle—for a long 
time they will be better than anything that 
might take their place. But eventually they 
will pass, like Finghin, Oisin, Cuchulain anil 
Slievenamon. For this reason the four 
“ débuntantes"’ of the present year—Glenda- 
lough, Owen Roe, Red Hugh and Duhallow— 
are, so to speak, very acceptable.

QUESTION IN THE SENATE 
From Ovr ‘CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Thursday. 


In the Northern Senate to-day Senator 
McLaughlin asked the Leader of the House 
whether it was a fact that, in consequence of 
the recent Valuation Act, all County Councils 
had been obliged to pass a special resolution 
striking one penny in the pound for agricul- 
tural pu s for the year ending 31st March, 
1937, and whether. as a result of this, rate- 
payers whose valuation had been increased 
would be obliged to pay considerably higher 
rates. He further asked if it was the inten- 
tion to put this burden on these ratepayers, 
and, if not, what steps the Government pro- 
posed ‘to take to ensure that all ratepayers 
bear an equal share of the increased rates 
due to the reduction of grants by the Govern 
ment. 

Viscount Charlemont said that the reply 
to the first part of the question was in the 
negative. The minimum rate of one penny 
in the pound for agricultural purposes was 
fixed by the Education Act of 1923, and in 
making their arrangements for the — 
year County Councils, speaking generally, ha 
acted on the assumption that this basis 
would not be disturbed. It was, of 
course, true that if such a rate was 
levied ratepayers with increased valuations 
would be making a slightly larger cash pay- 
ment than before, but the small additional 
revenue would be used solely for the very 
much-needed development of existing local 
agricultural services, and would be entirely 
at the disposal of local authorities. 

There was no question at present of the 
grant from the Ministry of Agriculture for 
agricultural schemes being reduced, and, 
therefore, the equalisation point indicated in 
the question did not arise. . 

The Senate adjourned until Tuesday.

EFFECTIVE PACKING OF CHRISTMAS 
PRESENTS 


An artistically made up present exhibits 
itself to the best possible advantage, often 
outshining its more expensive, but 
clumsily-packed, rival. Gift wrapping 1s 
an art in itself. Those who are aware 
that they have not the knack would be 
well advised to take plenty of time to plan 
effective packing. A little practice with 
dummy parcels would help considerably. 

Christmas wrappings must bear the 
spirit of gaiety and gladness. If for 
safety or for posting purposes the outer 
covering is of sober brown paper, that 
solid appearance should be counteracted 
by seasonable under-covers and fastenings 
of gold, silver or bright hues. Actually, 
scarlet is the most seasonable of all 
Christmas colours, and should get first 
place in the colour scheme used for 
wrapping. 

Good, reliable twine may be necessary 
to make parcels secure, but its disguise is 
simple. Cover it with gummed paper tape, 
which is sold with other Christmas labels. 


FRESH PAPERS 


Apart from fancy ideas, it is essential 
for good appearance that all papers used 
for packing should be perfectly fresh and 
uncrushed. For this reason it is a good 
idea to invest in a supply of both brown 
and white paper before the job of wrapping 
is begun. 

Some fancy boxes also should be 
acquired. They add greatly to the appear- 
ance of a gift. Or old boxes can be made 
resplendent by — some thick shiny 
paper underneath, and painting the sides 
and top with either silver or.gold paint. 

They can then be decorated with sprays 
of flowers fashioned with sealing wax or 
crushed paper. So grand can these boxes 
be made that larger sizes treated in the 
same way by clever fingers make = in 
themselves, as glove, tie or hankie boxes. 


ATTRACTIVE LIDS 


Less clever fingers can make equally 
attractive boxes by securing artificial 
flowers to the box lids, either with gum 
or by means of ribbon run through slots 
or pasted on the lids. . 

Sprays of holly or mistletoe take the 
place of fancy wrappings when the gift 
takes the form of eatable goods, such as 
fowl and fruit, etc. But even on such 
parcels the festive idea may be encouraged 
on. the labels. Gummed greeting slips can 
readily be stuck on plain labels. 

For lazy people, and for those others 
who assert that they “hate Christmas,” 
there remains the easy alternative cf 
getting all gifts packed in the shop where 
they are purchased, with instructions that 
the goods myst not be despatched before 
a certain date. | 

With such, as with all. presents, it is 
usual to enclose a card of greeting, with 
the sender’s name printed or written on. 
Such éards should in some way be attached 
to the gift, otherwise the card may fall 
gut, and its loss will cause considerable 
inconvenience to the recipient of the gift. 


AVOID LATE POSTING 


The posting of Christmas parcels should 
be in accordance with Post Office regula- 
tions. Late posting should be avoided. If 
a gift is to bring pleasure, it should be 
carefully weighed and correctly stamped 
before posting. The receiver, who has to 
pay excess postage, is justly peeved, Such 
carelessness would certainly take from the

value of the gift before it was opened. 
In all towns Christmas is a busy season 


for Post Office officials, but their labour 
will be greatly lightened if care is taken 
to write addresses clearly and correctly 
both on parcels and letters.. Insufficient 
addresses, as well as giving a lot of avoid- 
able trouble, also greatly endanger the 
ultimate fate of a gift. 

Everyone will agree how provoking it 
is to receive a present of perishable goods 
uneatable because they have been knocking 
about for days while their correct address 
was being investigated. 


DON'T BE CARELESS 


Thus it would seem that any kind of 
carelessness with Christmas gifts is 
contrary to the spirit of the season and 
the idea of wishing well to all those who 
are our friends. The intrinsic value of 
the gift should not matter a ‘‘ hoot’’ when 
compared with the amount of time and 
thought bestowed on its selection and 
despatch. 

When the gifts purchased are despatched 
by the shop direct the dockets given as 
receipts should be retained by the 
purchaser until the gifts have been 
acknowledged. This is particularly neces- 
sary in the case of breakable goods. 
It is also useful in cases where 
some later change might be necessary, 
through unsuitability of size dr colour. 

Owing to the possibility of stocks being 
held up in the Customs, it is extremely 
important that those generous people who 
wish their gifts to. be the best procurable 
should purchase them before the “last 
minute ' rush occurs. This advice is 
being given all over Dublin by people who 
should know what they are talking about. 

Finally, when posting Christmas gifts 
to friends across the border or to England, 
write on the outside of the parcel if the 
contents are British made. This ‘precau- 
tion will prevent the recipient having to 
pay duty which has already been paid 
before the gift was purchased.

IMPORTANCE OF 
PEDIGREE SEED

BELFAST, Thursday. 

Mr. H. L. McCready, M.A., chairman of 
the Linen Industry Research Association, 
presiding at the annual meeting in the 
Chamber of Commerce, Belfast, to-day, said 
flax could not be grown economically without 
pedigree seed. “The merits of pedigree 
seed,’ he said, “‘ have been amply proved 
again and again by the experience of 19565. 
Yields of 55 stones to the acre have been 
common.’ After referring to a new flax- 
breaker, which enables flax to be scutched 
without retting, he said that the present 
situation in regard to flax supply made many 
investigations of urgent importance. The 
wild fluctuations in home flax supplies were 
harmful not only to the linen industry and 
the flax growers, but even to the community 
at large. 

In 1934 the total consumption of flax in 
the North was only about 65,000 tons, and 
only about 3,700 tons of this wert grown at 
home on 15,676 acres. 

Mr. J. G. Crawford, Chairman of the York 
street Flax Spinning Company, said that the 
extra money earned by the Lrish farmers from 
the pedigree setd would more than recoup 
all that had been spent by the Government 
of Northern Ireland on research work, and 
might go a great deal further. Pedigree flax 
proved very much more satisfactory in the 
mili than commercial varieties.

DAIL VOTES A SUM OF 


£250,000 
———— 


OVING a token vote of £10 in the Dail 
M yesterday for the salaries and expenses 

- of the ofhce of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health in connection 
with the ‘administration of national health 
insurance, widows’ and orphans’ pensions, 
and certain grants in aid, 

The MINISTER FOR LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT AND PUBLIC HEALTH (Mr. 
O’Kelly) said that the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Pensions Act was passed on 2nd August last. 
Early in September claims began to be re- 
ceived and came in at the rate of about 200 
a day. The total number of claims received 
was 19,591 on 6th December last, of which 
304 were orphans’ pensions. Of these total 
claims 4,870 were cases in which it had been 
decided that non-contributory pensions could 
not be granted. The principal reason for 
rejection was that the widow was under 60 
and had no dependent children. Some 2,500 
claims were so ruled, and in 1,400 other cases 
it had not been established that the late 
husband of the widow had been insured 
under the National Health Insurance Acts at 
the date of his death. There were approxi- 
‘mately 600 claims rejected because the valua- 
tion of the holding of the claimant exceeded 
£8, or where the widow had ceased to reside 
on the holding. There were some 1,330 cases 
where the claim forms were incorrectly com- 
pleted or not properly signed. In most of 
these cases it appeared that, even though 
the claims were not properly made, the ap- 
plicant was obviously not entitled to pension, 
and was so ialetened. The balance of 13,391 
included 2,316 cases recently received, leav- 
ing 11,075 cases in which a prima facte title 
to a pension had been established, but further 
examination was necessary. 

Claims which were non-contributory were 
payable subject to a means test, and in that 
connection 11,075 claims had been forwarded 
to the investigation officers, and in about 50 
per cent. of these cases simultaneous inquiries 
were being made by the National Health 
Insurance Inspectors into the insurance 
history of the late husband. Up to date 
5,900 cases had been reported on by the in- 
vestigation officers, and in 1,050 of these it was 
still necessary to establish the insurance of 
the late husband. In 1,569 cases awards of 
pensions had been made. The large number 
of objections in comparison with the number 
of awards so far made would be readily 
understood when it was appreciated that in j 
the large erty of cases in which pension 
was refused no local inquiry whatever was | 
necessary. In all cases where an award was 
likely local investigation was necessary. Pay- 
ments of pensions would in every case be 
made as from 3rd January next, whether or 
not the case was decided before that date. 


£10,000 TO WORK THE 


SCHEME 


Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) observed 
that there was an increase of £10,000 for 
salaries, wages and allowances in resnect of 
the administration of Widows: and Orphans 
Pensions. He appreciated that the officers of 
the Department had plenty of work to do, 
but surely the work of the scheme could have 
been so distributed as to avoid an annual 
charge of £10,000 for salaries, wages and 
allowances. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary) said 
he was surprised that the number of forms 
incorrectly filled did not run into thousands, 
because if some of the questions on the form 
were deliberately intended to confuse they 
could not have been better done. 

Mr. MacMENAMIN (U.1., Donegal) said 
that a circular had been sent to the teachers 
in the Gaeltacht asking for the names of 
widows who had been getting £2 bonus in 
respect of Irish-speaking children. He would 
like to know if that were for the purposes of 
this Act. 
Mr. R. ANTHONY (Ind., Cork) said he 
believed there would be great disappointment 
among many widows who thought that 
because they were widows they were entitled 
to a pension. He suggested that some 
amending legislation should be introduced to 
enable those people to benefit under the Act, 
even to the extent of 7s. 6d. per week. 
Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that, 
although there- were a few thousand more 
civil servants in the couritry now than there 
were in 1928, the cost was less than it was in 
that year. He ventured to say that under 
the provisions of the Act not more than 4,000 
widows would get pensions, and the other 
19,000 would eventually wither away. The 
illusory character of the Act was now re- 
vealed, 
The MINISTER, replying, said the prin- 
ciple of the Act was to have the widows and 
orphans’ scheme ‘on a contributory basis. It 
was thought generally enough—it was thought 
even by himself and by the members of the 
Executive Council—that they should go as far 
as possible when introducing that contributory 
scheme to méet the cases of those widows 
who did not come under that scheme, and to 
deal as generously as the State's finances 
would allow with those who had recently 
been wdowed. He had been surprised by 
the number of applications received under the 
Act already. 
The real basis of the scheme, however, was 
the contributory idea, and that did not come 
into operation until next month. From then 
onward every widow who came in under 
the contributory scheme was entitled, and had 
a perfect right to get her pension. 

here there was a difficulty in getting 
birth, death or marriage certificates on behalf 
of claimants, alternative evidence, as in re- 
lation to the Old Age Pensions Acts, was 
accepted. It was true that there had been 
an increase of 105 in the number of Local 
Government officials as a result of the Act, 
but -every piece of legislation of that type 
necessarily meant an increase in staff, 

The vote was agreed to. 

Mr. O’KELLY then moved that a sum of

£250,000 be granted for widows’ and orphans’ 
pensions. It was the State's contribution, and 
would be into the Pensions’ Investment 
Fund, which would be under the control of 


the Minister for Finance, and into, which all

Mr. NORTON (Lab.) said that he thought 
the arithmetical facts proved conclusively that 
the non-contributory portion of the Act in 
respect of existing widows was nothing if not 
a cruel illusion. He had already complimented 
the Minister on the contributory side of the 
Act, but out of 134,000 widows and 20,000 
claimants only 1,500 had got pensions so far, 
and at the present rate at which the claims 
were being guillotined it would be a long time 
before the 20,000 got pensions.
